To ‘Shoot’ Pilots | 
: As Planes Fall 


WASHINGTON, (NANA) — The 
mavy has ordered all its new high- 
speed jet figt planes equipped 
with newly tested pilot ejection 
seats in a far-reaching move to 
cut down on pilot fatalities

The navy has disclosed that its 
new 600-mile-an-hour fighter, the 
“Banshee,” already is in production 
with the new projectile cockpit 
equipment 

The planes equipped with ejec- 
tors, which literally catapult pilots 
Out of the cockpit in case of emer- 
gency, will go into the formation 


of the navy'’s new carrier-based jet 
Squadrons. 

“The ejectors will be a standard 
specification for all our future navy 
fighters,” a navy spokesman said 

Although both British and Am- 
erican air forces have been experi- 
menting extensively with the new 
ejection seat, the navy was the 
first to announce that it was mak- 
ing the pilot-saving device stan- 
dard equipment in operational air- 
craft 

Declared Essentia! 

High ranking navy officials said 
training tests convinced them that 
some device for bailing out pilots 
manoeuvring in jet-propelled air- 
craft at speeds over 500 miles an 
“absolute necessity.” 

“We are merely filling what is 
now 4 definite need,” a navy o!f- 
ficial said. “It was a fore gone con- 
clusion that with new high-speed 
planes we would have to use some 
kind of ejection device’ for our 
pilots.” 

The ejection seat is described as 
a safety device which automatically 
“fires” a pilot, strapped to his seat, 
free of a plane that is either out 
of control or has been damaged in 
combat 

When it is necessary for the pilot 
to make his escape from the crip- 
pled plane, he merely pulls a lever 
which catapults iim, seat and all, 
out of the cockpit 

The ejector is so fitted inside that 
a pull on the lever will send the 
pilot hurtling out of the cockpit on 
guide rails at a speed of 40 mile: 
an hour 

For Other Planes 

If necessary, officials said, the 
seat can be installed in conven- 
tional planes. Little redesign of the 
cockpit is needed, according to en- 
gineers. The apparatus itself weighs 
littie more than 30 pounds 

However, navy officials believe it 
would be uneconomical to make the 
ejector standard equipment on con- | 
ventional planes. Most planes are} 
not considered fast enough to ap- | 
proach the critical speed of 500 
miles an hour at which an escaping 
pilot is deemed in jeopardy 

In high-speed jet planes the | 
pilot must be ejected with sufficie nt | 
force to clear him of the tail sur- 
face. He must be able to make his 
escape regardiess of the position of 


the travelling plane. The Germans 
experimented for more than six 
years during the war with pilot 
ejectors of sulificient velocity but 
failed to discover a atistactory 
ejection seat. The device the US

| At the same time, the discovery 
presents a new picture of one of 
the mechanisms by which the earth 
emerges from an ice age. These are 
hallow creeks.
